thi' last eight or nine months, or since 
February I of this year considerably 
more 
than 
fifty 
thousand 
dollars 
($ .'in, (too) 
in delinquent 
taxes 
have 
been collected, 
and by 
which 
the 
treasury has been very substantially 
replenished. Besides this, if necessary. 
ample funds for the expense 
of 
an 
audit are a v a i l a b l e on time w a r r a n t s 
at a very Ii w rate of interest.
